When I showed up, this 
supposed friend quickly re- 
vealed his true intent. And, 
his logic was solid. Since I 
was already there, had a 
rifle in hand and enough 
ammunition, I might as 
well shoot the match with 
him. 

My friend, now shooting 
partner, gave me a quick 
education on what about 
was going to happen, one 
Tl now pass on to you, the 
reader, to ponder. 

The basic rules of high- 
power silhouette are as fol- 
lows: 

O The shooter may 
use a rifle firing a “stan- 
dard” or non-magnum car- 
tridge that has a bore size 
of .243 (6mm) or larger, up 
to .823 (8mm). 

O There’s a range 
master. He’s in control. You 
listen to his commands, 
such as ishooters to the 
line,i iready,i ifirei and 
icease fire.i Those all seem 
pretty self-explanatory. 

oO You shoot stand- 
ing, using no support or 
sling. 

oO The shooter 
shoots at metallic targets 
shaped like chickens, pigs, 
turkeys and rams at dis- 
tances of 200, 300, 400 and 
500 meters, respectively. 
You get a ipointi for each 
animal you knock cleanly 
off the stand. If they don’t 
fall off, no point is 
awarded. 

oO Each set of ani- 
mals (targets) are usually 
set in two ibanksi of five. A 
shooter has 2 minutes, 30 
seconds to shoot at the first 


>. 


bank. There’s a short break 
(about 30 seconds) and then 
you shoot at the second 
bank. Again, listen to the 
range master’s instruc- 
tions. 

OK, there are more rules, 
like about the weight of the 
rifle, etc. But, I’m not here 
to bore people with all the 
details. 

Oh, and safety is always 
observed. It’s amazing to 
watch how shooters reli- 
giously put “open bore in- 
dicators” in the chamber to 
show others the gun is un- 
loaded. Let’s say, if there’s 
arule on safety, it’s fol- 
lowed. There’s even a para- 
medic on site, just in case. 

Now, I loved spotting for 
my friend. It was amazing 
to watch the vapor trail of 
the bullet zipping on its 
way downrange and hitting 
a target, and then the metal 
shape slowly falling off the 
stand (he’s a lot better at 
this than I am). 

But, unfortunately, he 
made me take my turn. 
And, when I first “stepped 
to the line” and looked for a 
ram more than 550 yards 
away, I could only turn and 
comment, “I can’t hit one of 
those things.” 

“Why not?” he said. 
“Because I can’t see the 
stupid things!” I exclaimed. 
“That’s what the scope 

on your rifle is for,” he 
added, motioning for me to 
get ready. 

Out of 40 targets, I ended 
up knocking down five. 
That might not seem like 
many, but I receive several 
positive comments and 


wy | 1§ 
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words of encouragement 
from other shooters and 
didn’t have the lowest score 
on the day. 

It was an experience that 
quickly taught me the nu- 
merous stories I’ve heard 
over the years about amaz- 
ing shots at long ranges 
deer hunting were proba- 
bly a bunch of ... well, not 
true. It also taught me that, 
while I’ve shot a variety of 
firearms over several 
decades, I still had a lot to 
learn. 

And, frankly, that’s why 
T’m writing this column. I 
found out on that fateful 
day that I loved just going 
out to the range and shoot- 
ing, and having the chance 
to be around and talk with 
other shooting enthusiasts. 

Sure, there were guys 
there who were more seri- 
ous about competing to win 
in one of four different 
classes. But, much like golf, 
each of us could also stand 
there and compete against 
ourselves, and just enjoy 
the moment. 

By the way, in 2010, I ap- 
parently improved enough 
to win the Michigan Class 
“B” title. I even have the 
plaque to prove it. 

Like many other outdoor 
events this spring, the first 
match at Camp Grayling 
was treated rudely by 
Mother Nature. The open- 
ing 40-round match on Sat- 
urday, April 20, had to be 
canceled and few felt like 
braving the weather on 
Sunday, April 21. 

But there are several 
more matches scheduled at 
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Camp Grayling, and at 
other locations throughout 
Michigan, during the sum- 
mer and early fall. A sched- 
ule can be found online at 
the Michigan Rifle and Pis- 
tol Association’s website at 
, along with a contact link, 
if you have questions. 

Don’t think you have to 
have an expensive target 
rifle to participate. I don’t. 
And, I’ve seen guys step to 
the line with their “Old Re- 
liable” hunting rifle. One 
even used a somewhat 
sporterized military car- 
bine. 

The idea is that high- 
power silhouette, and other 
shooting sports, offer any 
firearms enthusiast — or 
just a person who'd like to 
shoot more than sighting 
before deer season — an out- 
let to go out and enjoy 
shooting, as well as enjoy- 
ing the company of those 
who have same passion for 
it. 

Give it a shot (pun in- 
tended). You could be like 
me, years after I got that 
call, and be hooked. After 
all, I’m still not good at it. 
But, it is fun and that, as 
they say, is “priceless.”
